HAVANA, March 16.—By the Post-Dispatch dispatch boat Confidence to Key 
West.—Indications are that the Naval Board's report on the Maine disaster goes 
North within three days; a partial statement may be forwarded earlier. 

The Naval Court sailed for Key West last night. 

Just a month ago to-night the placid black harbor of Havana was reddened 
with the blown-up Maine’s volcano of fire and iron and mangled bodies of Amer- 
ican seamen. For four weeks since then splendidly balanced naval officers have sat 
as a Naval Board of Inquiry in grave discussion of damning proofs in iron, in 
wood and in human bodies. The junior officers have hourly coached and watched 
the divers and have put down plainly on paper the facts they found, and ‘now the 
verdict seems to have been reached. 

To-day the detailed drawings of the sunken wreck are finished. The finishing 
angles and soundings were taken yesterday and the Board of Inquiry has now 
before it a picture of a massive ship broken into two differently pointing sections.

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TURNING OUT TORPEDOES 
AT THE BROOKLYN WORKS. 


NEWPORT, R. L, March 16.—The Ord- 
mance Bureau has shipped 20 torpedoes 
from the Bliss works in Brooklyn to the 
torpedo station here, and a similar consign- 
ment will be made daily. The torpedoes 
will be immediately assembled Into outfits 
ready to be shipped at any moment. 

The new torpedoes are of three styles and 
are of the same diameter as those now in 
gervice, but much longer and carry a more 
deadly charge.

A MURDERER, 


Thrilling Boat Ride of a United 
States Marshal. 


CAPTURE OF PETER RENFRO. 


DISGUISED BY LCNG WHISKERS 
AND WORKING FOR A FISH- 
ING CLUB. 


THE OFFICER WAS A GUEST. 


While Out in a Small Boat With the 
Man He Made the Startling Dis- 
covery—Record of the Pris. 
oner a Dark One, 


Members of the fashionable Current River 


Fishing Club in Carter County, Missouri, 
did not know that the “honest” old man 
who always furnished them with minnows, 
was Peter Renfro, brother of the notorious 
moonshiner, and himself a fugitive, wanted 
for the murder of Will Dorris, a constable 
at Springfield, Mo., eight years ago. 

Ww. T. Brown, a United States Marshal, 
made the discovery, while a guest of the 
elub. + Re 

Though Renfro’s whiskers had grown, and 
his hair whitened, Brown recognized him, 

They had both lived as boys, and grew to 
be men, in the same townsite near Spring- 
field. 

It was a dramatic meeting. The officer 
was startled, when leaving the club for a 
fishing rig, to find that his oarsman was the 
much-sought for desperado. 

It was impressed on him that he was 
alone—and unarmed in a little skiff with 
the man who it was charged had killed a 
constable, when he attempted to arrest 
him, and Jater beat down a guard and broke 
jail, when a death sentence was hanging 
over his head. 

Mr. Brown sald that the water surround- 
ing never looked so treacherous. Did Renfro 
recognize him? He pulled his hat well over 
his eyes, prepared for the worst, and as 
leisurely as he could, said he guessed that 
he would not do any fishing that day. 

At the club he ascertained where Renfro 


lived, in a little boathouse, a mile away, 
and early the morning following, with the 
companionship of one of the club attaches 
he arrested hi 

Renfro offered no resistance. 

“Well, I guess the gapie’s up. I have tried 
to live right here, and ver thought that I 
would ever be caught}, I guess I'l) hang 
now,” said he 

The information of the clever capture 
brought here Wednesday by Deputy Unite 
States Marshal Fitzpatrick, who ‘arre sted 
George Patterson at Ink Postoffice, Shan- 
non County, charged with selling liquor 
without a license, He said that the country 
was all wrought up over the capture. 

From the “Horror book’’ in the Marshal’s 
office the details of the full crime were 
learned. 

In 1889 Renfro, a 
eaused a disturbance 
Springfield. A peace warrant was sworn 
out, and Constable Will Dorris was as- 
signed to bring the man to the city fail. 
Renfro was_under the influence of lit‘1or 
and unruly.- He stood at his house door 
and dared the constable to take him. 

When Dorris insisted he whipped out a 
revolver and shot him through the heart. 

He then picked up the dead man’s hat, 
placing it on his own head and leveled the 
weapon at’ the farmers who gathered. He 
said he would shoot down the first. who 
attempted to lay a hand on him. 

Stepping over the dead body he mounted 
the constable’s horse and made hig escape, 

A big reward attracted detectives. con 
Stables and citizens. A year later Renfro 
Was cornered in the Ozark Mountains in a 
cave. He made a Ceagerate resistance and 
was only captured when a fire was built 
in the mouth of the hole and he was 
6emoked out. 

There was an exciting trial and the death 
sentence was passed. Renfro was placed 
in the Springfield jail to await the naming 
of the hanging day—and then he conceived 
the boldest plot to escape that has ever 
been recorded in this State. 

One of the guards brought him his lunch 
and he rudely threw it on the floor of his 
cell. The guard stooped to pick !{t up, and 
as he wae leaning over Renfro kicked him 
in the face, rendering him senseless. Then 
taking the keys and a revolver he fought 
his way to an outer door, unlocked it and 
escaped. 

A pursuing mob did not overtake him. 
That was five years ago and the hanging 
which was set for Jan, 14, 1893, was in- 
definitely postponed. 


ASSASSIN IS AN AMERICAN. 


Man Who Killed Barnato’s Nephew 
Was Once a New Yorker. 


JOHANNESBURG, March 16.—Von Velt- 
heim, the man who shot and killed Wolff 
Joel, the nephew, partner and more re- 
cently trustee of the estate of the late Bar- 
ney Barnato, in his office herée,when charged 
with the crime, described himself as an 
American. He is said to be a former soldier 
and to be identical with Ludwig Von Velt- 
heim, who figured in the New York news- 
papers in September last.

President R. C. Horne of the Board of Managers of the State Lunatic Asylum at Fulton received an anonymous letter 
Feb. 22 advising him that Superintendent Coombs had been charged by two witnesses with immorality and that the facts were 


in possession of the first assistant physicien, Dr. Hudson. 


Feb. 23 Dr. Hudson met President Horne by direction at Mexico and told him that Miss Emma 


Seal night watch, 


and Mrs. Ada Sanders, attendant, had reported to him that they had seen Dr. Coombs emerging at midnight from a room, of 


one of the women attendants, but that Coo mbs had denied it. 
President Horne summoned the Board of Managers by wire and they went to Fulton the following day. 


The Board of Managers met Feb. 24 and heard the testimony of Miss Heuer, Mrs. Sanders, Mr. Sanders, Dr. Coombs 


and Night Watch Yates. 


At the conclusion Dr. Coombs’ resignation was asked for. 


He delayed it half a day. Then the 


board peremptorily demanded and at last received it, and appointed Dr. Ray to fill the vacancy temporarily. ‘ 


Feb. 25 the board went to Jefferson City and laid the record of their proceedings before the Governor. 


That afternoon Dr, 


Coombs appealed for a hearing, on the ground he did not know what was charged against him, and had no opportunity to 


defend himself. 


March 2 Gédv. Stephens convened the State Board of Charities and Correction at Fulton and heard the testimony of 30 


or 40 witnesses, including a statement by Dr. Coombs himself. 


R. E. Young, dissenting. 


This board exonerated the doctor, one of the members, Dr, 


Gov. Stephens removed R. C. Horne from the Board of Managers immediately after the report made by the Roard of 
Charities and appointed Attorney Tuckett of Jefferson City in his place. 


The Board of Managers as reorganized receifed the report of the Board of Charities March 8, restored Dr. Coombs 


to his office temporarily, and postponed further action until the first Tuesday in April. 


It is rather remarkable that amid the

hatreds engendered by the dismissa] of Dr.

the State Insane Asylum at Fulton, none 
of the contestants or their friends have of- 


fered to furnish the facts to the people. 
Mysterious and disconnected paragraphs 


‘have appeared occasionally in the newspa- 


pers, alternately threatening and defend- 
ing, insinuating and cajoling, but never 
once the coherent story of an incident 


'which has become one of State-wide impor- 


tance. 

In many respects it is a singular story— 
one which has no parallel in the political 
history of Missouri, and it must be toid 
succinctly in order to be understood, 

The public is familiar with the efforts 
made early in the Stephens administration 
by the homeopathic school of medicine for 
recognition in the management of at least 
one of the State institutions, and the re- 
sultant cry. of dismay from the allopaths 
when the Governor turned over to the hom- 
eopaths the Insane Asylum at Fulton ané 
through the Board of Managers appointe®

The Board of Managers had been dis- 
tinctly named In the interest of the younger 
echool of medicine.

Reed of St. Louis; George A Dean of Kan- 
sas City, and H. W. Westover of St. Josepn, 
two Democrats and one Republican: Gen. 
R. €. Horne of Marshall, editor of the 
Democrat-News, who was a member of the 
previous Board by appointment of 
Stone and an ardent friend and supporter 
of Gov. Stephens; and Philip 8 Adams of 
Newton, two Democratic laymen.

of Dr. Coombs, and his appointment was 
presumed to be the unanimous request of 
the homeopaths of Missouri. All this Is 
public history.

The latter firms were located on the gixth 
floor. It was here that the fire broke out. 
The floor was stored with chemicals and 
materials used in the manufacture of pho- 
tegraphic supplies, and, according to some 
who e¢ecaped, th® entire floor waa swept 
with flames in five minutes after the fire 
broke out. 

Three hundred girls were employed by 
this firm and when the fire broke out a 
panic emsued, many of the unfortunate 
Women being trampled under the feet of 
their comrades in their frantic efforts to 
escape. 

Cut off from escape by the elevators and 
the stairways the people penned in the 
burning building began jumping from the 
windowe, and though the firemen and oth- 
ors held nets and canvas many were 
crushed on the atone sidewalks, | 

According to eye-wilinesses, as Many as 
10 jumped at once from the top floor and 
others were seen shortly after to fall back 
into the flames. The flames quickly epread

The fioor occupied by the Presbyterian 
Board of Publication and Sunday-school 
Supply ©o., also contained material which 
feadily burned. On the lower floors the 
‘plane supplies and instruments held: in 
stock by the Conover Piano Co, were soon 
transformed into tinder. 

The firemen were badly handicapped by 
the heat, which was terrific. Within a 
radius of m biock the heat broke panes of 

elass and disicdged signs, and streame of 
Water were Girected on the buildings on 
both sides of the street that far away in 
order to prevent them from catching fire. 
Several times minor biazes did occur. 

The greatest danger was in the rear of 
the Conover bullding, where were located 
big dry goods stores. Thirty-five minutes 
afier the fire had broken out, the doors 


had all fallen, and a moment or two later | 


the rear wall fell. Shortly after the front 
wall bulged outward and fell, the tracks of 
the Union elevated loop being completely 
covered with debris and blocking the whole 
elevated system.

The heat was 60 Intense and the smoke 
so thick that the elevator man feared to 
return for Miss Carney. 

Josie Baxa and Annie Baxa, sisters, living 
at 568 West Nineteenth street, and em- 
ployed by the National Music Co., leaped 
from the second floor to the street. Josie’s 
right ankle was broken and her sister was 
severely bruised. 

How the firemen working in the rear of 
the building escaped death 4s a mystery. In 
spite of the repeated warn 8 given them 
by their chief they remain at their post 
apparently fascinated by the slowly bulg- 
ing wall until it seemed certain death to 
Stay there a second longtr. Then they toox 
to their heels. The Wall seemed to hang 
for a moment but finally the big iron gird- 
ers broke and it came down with a crash 
just as the last Man got safely out of the 
way. 

The breaking of telegraph and telephone 
Wires almost caused a panic among the 
dense crowds of spectators. The wires fall- 
ing across the rails of the elevated loop 
were instantly charged with electricity and 
a wild rush to get out of the way took 
place at once. 

When water was turned on to the burn- 
ing elevated loops a beautiful sight oc- 
curred. As soon as the streams struck the 
feed rail they were apparcntly converted 
into showers of electric sparks, and an 
aurora was formed, sometimes spreading 
fanwise, then shooting high into the aijdr. 
as the spray drifted in the wind. This was 
kept up until the powerhouse was tele- 
phoned to shut off the current. 

An hour after the fire was under control 
the ambulance officials stated that they 
knew positively that six were dead and 23 
injured, adding hat they believed that 
19 were dead, 

Among the missing are Sol. 
Western agent of the Holtzman Co., tool 
manufacturers of Columbus, O.. and his 
father. Both had rooms on the fourth floor 
of the burning building. Neither has becn 
seen since the fire broke out, and it is be- 
lieved that both perished in the’ flames. 

he fire seemed to spring from three floors 
at one time, 

‘The occupants of the fourth floor of the 
Emerson building say !t swept to the front 
from the rear of the building. On the fifth 
floor and the sixth floor those in front of 
the building heard the alarm and saw the 
smoke and flames at the same time. There 
was no time for inquiry. The dense smoke 
rushed through the rooms and drove the em- 
ployes of the various establishments down 
the stairway.

Thus the alibi apparently failed. and the 
taking of testimony closed.

ELEINS HAS NO FAULT TO FIND WITH SPAIN. 


The American people should treat Spain in this present state of affairs just as 
she would treat any other nation. She has no difficulty with Spain and seeks none. 

Up to this moment the United States has no cause for war with Spain. Spain 
is simply trying to hold what belongs to her, just as the United States did in the 
Civil War. The United States did all it could then to prevent the independence of 
the Southern States. 

As to freeing Cuba without war—if Cuba can drive Spain from the island she 
will secure her independence. The United States has no more to do with the 
war between Spain and Cuba than any other nation on earth. 

Whenever it becomes just and right for the United States to recognize the 
independence of Cuba it will be just and right for all other nations to do the same 
thing, especially the governments on this continent. This, of course, will end the 
Cuban war and other difficulties. What Cuba would do afterward I cannot say. 

The independence of Cuba will not solve the entire Cuban problem. The ques- 
tion will remain whether Cuba can govern herself in case she should secure her 
independence. 

The most the United States could do would be to demand a money indemnity, 
but just what the United States would do in the event it is shown that the Maine 
was blown up is not clear. There are no precedents. 

If Spain should insist on submitting the matter of paying indemnity to a court 
of arbitration I do not think the United States could well afford to refuse. 

If Spain had nothing to do with the blowing vp of the Maine and it was an 
act of irresponsible parties it was a crime against humanity and civilization as 
much against Spain as against the United States. 

I don’t think the United States is called upon any more than Mexico or South 
America to take action now in Cuban matters.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—There is con- 
firmation of the statement that the Presi- 
dent tand the Republican leaders in Con- 
gress mean to secure an early adjournment, 
leaving the settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion to the President.

Yine-teuths of the Republican Senators 
have virtually agreed to allow the President 
to have his will.

“The act of war will have to come from 
Spain. The President can defend the national 
honor if assailed. 

“In case of war it has been deemed ad- 
visable, if necessary, to lay a war duty on 
beer, tea and coffee. This, mind you, is 
only in event of war having been forced 
upon the United States.” 

The purpose of the President is to pre- 
vent war. He is desirous of being recognized 
as a great Christian statesman who attains 
mpportant ends by peaceful methods.

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GRAVE POLICE ACCUSATIONS. 


In accepting a sentence of two years in the penitentiary on 
@ plea of guilty for ex-Treasurer Riedy of the Police Relief 
Association, Attorney Bass says that his client is a martyr, 
anc that if he had gone to trial and told the whole story of 
the defalcation Riedy would have been acquitted and a num- 
ber of police sergeants and patrolmen would be in hig place. 

Mr. Bass further declares that he has in his possession evi- 
@ence the publication of which would cause a tremendous 
police sensation and result in wholesale decapitation of ser- 
geants and patrolmen. 

This is a serious charge to make. It reflects on the entire 
Police Department. It is not necessary for ex-Treasurer 
Riedy to go to trial to bring his accomplices to justice and to 
clear of suspicion all who were not implicated in his crime.

In addition to the deaths and maimings by street cars on 
sceount of inefficient fenders, there are frequent cases of se- 
rious injury inflicted because the cars on some of the lines are 
without any side screens to prevent persons from falling ot be- 
ing pushed under the wheels. Two accidents of this kind have 
occurred within the last few days, the victims of which will 
probably be lifelong cripples. 

There is nothing intricate or costly about these side screens. 
An inexpensive screen on either side, boxing in the space for 
@ sufficient distance alongside the wheels, is all that is nec- 
essary. 

Unless the companies who have heretofore neglected to pro- 
vide these screens wish to continue to cripple’ or kill persons 
aud to incur the permanent ill-will of the public, they will 
hasten to supply the deficiency. This is the least they can do 
to prove that they are not destitute of human feelings.

BURDEN OF TAXATION. 


A City Merchant Thinks Present Meth- 
ods Unfair to Business Interests. 


ring to me as I dictated them, a memo- 
randum of which I sent you the other day, 
J do not think there has been at any time 
corruption in the disbursement of the city’s 
funds, but it seems that sufficient care has 
not been exercised or economy practiced, 
nor has the money been expended to best 


advantage. 
In my summing up the returns realized I 


included the sewer system, but, !f I mis- 
take not, a part of the sewer expense is 
borne by property owners. Aside from the 
sewers and the new City Hall, what have 
we to show for the millions expended; and, 
in addition to that, the heavy bonded debt? 

As to taxation for revenue, real property 
on the average is valued now for fully what 
it would sell at forced sale. Merchandise 
and personal property as a general rule 
wogild not sell at forced sale for more than 
they are valued for taxing purposes, any 
higher price secured for it being contingent 
upon expense, effort and personal service 
of owner in finding a market for it. 

As to household effects, if they were sold 
out new just after purchase they would not 
bring over half the first cost; and as the 
years xo by the value steadily lessens till 
they are worn out or worthless. 

As to licenses and taxes on business 
transactions resulting from personal effort 
and involving the expense and efforts of 
employes, in justice there sould be no such 
burden laid on neéntal and physical effort 
and enterprise the results of which have 
raised St. Louis from 4 hamlet’s obscurity 
to the front rank of Western cities. 

The manufacturer and merchant pay a 
tax on the property, real and personal, with 
which they conduct their business. Is it 
just that in addition to this they should be 
taxed for the use of their time, effort and 
genius devoted to make the property earn 
them a living and incidentally giving em- 

loyment to Sacusands of deserving work. 
she people who have rot the genius and in- 
tellect or capital to establish a business for 
themselves? 

A merchant or manufacturer should no 
more pay such a license or tax than the 
doctor, lawyer, musical composer, preacher 
or artist or any professional man should 
pay a tax on his mental development and 
results of his labor. 

Regarding the public schools and the im- 
mense amount which it is said will be re- 
quired to conduct them, ‘t seems to me the 
public schools should have a sufficient rev- 
enue from the school lands that were set 
apart for them, and if managed _ strictly 
within the lines originally intended—to give 
a good grammar schoo! education and no 
more—should be carried on with the aid of 
a rate of taxation far less than that now 
exacted. 

A large proportion of the taxpayers of the 
city derive no benefit from the public 
schools, as their children do not attend 
them, vet they have to pay the tax. It does 
seem that taking into account that all tax- 
pavers have the burden of put'lc school tax- 
ation and that not over two-thirds of them 
avail themselves of its privilere, the educa- 
tion of two-thirds should not amount to 
such a tremendous sum per capita of all 
taxpayers as it does. D. V.

SO SAYS ATTORNEY BASS. 


IF THEY FAIL TO DO SO HE WILL 
COMMENCE CIVIL PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 


SHARERS IN THE’ SPOILS. 


Reiteration of the Assertion That Ser- 
geants and Patrolmen Were Ac- 
cessories in the Loot of the 
Relief Association . 


The names of the patrolmen and police 
sergeants who, it is.alleged, have bene- 
fited by the peculations of John E, Riedy, 
ex-Treasurer of the Police Relief Board, 
may be made public. 

Attorney Simon Bass, who represented 
the defaulting treasurer, says the police- 
men who obtained money from Riedy must 
repay or be made defendants in civil suits 
for the recovery of the money loaned them. 

Riedy was sentenced Tuesday to two 
years in the penitentiary on his plea of 
guilty to the charge of embezzling $9000 from 
the association of which he was treasurer. 

“Of course I am not at Hberty to disclose 
the names of the men who received money 
from Riedy,’ said Mr. Bass. ‘It was to 
save their reputations and positions that my 
client entered a plea of guilty and accepted 
his punishment like the martyr he is. 


“But the statement that I made yesterday 
in the Post-Dispatch is true.” He was the 
victim of his friends. They borrowed money 
from him that they never paid back. 
Though he sacrificed himself for them thev 
#tood in the back ground and allowed him to 

0 to the penitentiary without raising a 

and in his behalf. 

“Now they must pay to him the money 
they borrowed or bear the brunt.” 

Chief of Police Harrigan will take no 
cognizance of the printed charges made by 
Riedy through hi« attorney. 

“Why should I pay any heed to the 
charges of a self-convicted thief?" inquired 
Chief Harrigan. “I read Riedy’s statement, 
but I do not believe a word he uttered. The 
charges he makes are against officers of 
the Police Department, and they are worthy 
of no credence. If there were any truth in 
his charges and he could have been saved 
the disgrace and humiliation of a term in 
the penitentiary he would have informed on 
them, A man who is a thief will not shield 
his friends if by informing on them he can 
escape punishment.’’ 

“But, Mayor Harrigan, suppose that At- 
torney Bass does bring euit against the 
Sergeant and patrolmen and it isa shown 
that they owed him large sums of money, 
then would you take cognizance of the 
'<hHharges and order an investigation?” 

“It would take positive testimony to make 
me believe that any other member of the 
Police Department benefite: 
6tealings. Then of course something might 
happen. But I cannot for a moment en- 
tertain.,any statement made by Riedy. He 
Was honored and trusted by his associates 
and he robWVed them. He robbed their wives 
and children. Is it likely that such a man 
would turn martyr and accept punishment 
that h* could avoid?

Legless Bootblack a Defendant 
in Court. 


NEATLY DRESSED AND SERENE. 


WILLIAM HILL, THE PRISONER, 
THE MOST COMPOSED MAN 
IN THE ROOM.- 


State’s Claim That the Murder Was 
Premeditated—It Grew Out of a 
Fight on the Fourth 
of July. 


The trial of William Hill for murder in 
the first degree was begun in Judge Zach- 
ritz’s court Wednesday. 

He is accused of the murder of William 
Calvert, a 19-year-old boy. The crime oc- 
curred on the morning of July 6, 1897, in 
fr6nt of the home of Calvert. 

Hill is a cripple, both legs having been 
lost seven years ago when he was a switch- 
man on the Southern Pacific Railroad. He 
is now 29 years old. WUHis short body is 
erect and ‘well developed. He site in the 
prisoners’ dock and appears more dignified 
and more at ease than most anyone in the 
courtroom. His dress is neat. He wears a 
black diagonal cloth coat and vest, dark 
striped trousers, colored shirt, turn-down 
collar and small black necktie. His stumps 
of legs are encased in large and o—, 
shoes that are neatly polished. He is boyis 
in appearance. He is smooth shaven and 
his ‘black hair, slightly inclined to curl, is 
cut rather short and is carefully combed. 
The defendant at the time of the homi- 
cide was a bootblack and newsboy with a 
stand at Sixth and Morgan streets. He is 
alone in the world and has no relatives. 
Attorneys Bass & Martin are defending 
him and Circuit Attorney Eggers is being 
assisted in the prosecution by Attorney R. 
S. Macdonald. 

Williame Calvert, the boy who was killed, 
lived with hig mother, Mrs. Alice Phillips, 
at 614 Morgan street. His mother had been 
divorced from her first husband, Thomas 
W. Calvert, and had married J. R. Phillips. 


Calvert's father is living in St. Louis and 


is in business at 914 Franklin avenue. 

The killing was the result of a Fourth of 
July quarrel between Hill and Calvert. The 
nation’s birthday fell on Sunday last year, 
and it was celebrated on Monday, the 5th. 
It is said that Hill took Calvert out and 
they had a good time together. While both 
were under the influence of liquor a quar- 
rel arose and they fought. Calvert, it is 
alleged, was loath to fight, but Hill was ag-

FIREMEN AND UNDERWRITERS 
SAY IT IS A PLAIN CASE OF 
| INCENDIARISM, 


MANY LIVES WERE IN PERIL. 


Prisoners Opened/a Store Two Weeks 
Ago, Insured the Stock and 
Some One Set the Place 
on Fire. 


Three “men are prisoners in the Second 
District Police Station, pending official in- 


vestigation of a fire at 3301 South Broad- 


way, believed by the police to have been 
incendiary. 

The prisoners are Adolph Svarcz, Chas. 
Adamschy and George Bauer. 


Bauer was employed by the others, whd 


operated an upholstering business in the 
building gutted by fire. 


The building at 3301 South Broadway is 
a large, three-story brick, owned by Frank 
J. Steppel, who, with his wife and fotr chil- 
dren, occupies the third floor. Adam Feist, 
his wife and two children, live on the sec- 
eas floor, directly over the scene of the 

Tuesday night, about 10:30, Emil Heiden- 
thal, a machinist at the Southwestern 
Electric Railway shops, across the street, 
saw a blaze in the upholstering establish- 
ment. He ran to a fire alarm box. On his 
way he heard a terrific explosion and look- 


ing back saw flames leaping from the lower 


windows of the building. When the fire 
department arrived the contents of the 
store re burning flercely and it was with 
great mrp 4 the fire was kept from 
spreading to.the upper floors. 

The Steppel and Feist families were 
awakened by the ox eaton and rushed 
from the burning building in their night 
clothes. . 

Within an hour after the fire was extin- 
guished the police had gathered evidence 
which, fn their belief, justified the arrest 
of Svarcz, Adamschy and Bauer. 

Patrolmen Noonan and Dalton found that 
every piece of furniture in the ruins was 
Saturated with oil. 

Lying on the floor in different parts of the 
room were found three ox bladders, filled 
with @ mixture of coal oil and gasoline. 
Near the walls on three sides of the room 
were six other bladders partially burned 
and all oil soaked. An empty coal oil can 
with the stopper removed was also found. 

Svarcz was arrested near the building 
shortly after the fire. Adamschy and Bauer 
were found at 2517 South Third street, 
where all three boarded. 

The men were placed in different cells. 
They told conflicting stories. Svarcz, when 
first locked up, denied all knowledge of the 
presence of the bladders in the store. e 
held to his denial until Wednesday morn- 
ing, when Capt. Pickel showed him the oil- 
filled bladders. Then he weakened and said 
his workman, Bauer, advised him to keep 
the oil’ in bladders, as it would not evapo- 
rate eo quickly as ina can. 

Bauer denied thie. Svarcz varied his 
statement later and told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that a Frenchman who applied to 
him for a job three weeks ago told him 
that bladders were the best oil containers. 

Svarcz and Adamschy have been in bus!- 
ness in St. Louis six weeks. They came 
here from Chicago and opened a store at 
2421 South Broadway. hey removed to 
3301 two weeks ago. 

In Chicago Svarez had a shop on West 
Madison street, between Paulina street and 
Ashland avenue, and Adamschy was in 
business om Ashland avenue near Fiftieth 
street. 

The stock destroyed Tuesday night was in- 
sured for $2200. Of this $1600 was placed 
with the North British Mercantile Co. and 
the remaining $600 with individual nts. 

L. H. Parker, agent for the North British 
Mercantile Co., was at the scene of the fire 
early Wednesday morning. Capt. Pickel as- 
sured him in the presence of a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the police had no doubt 
the fire was incendiary. 

Mr. Parker said: ‘I have known of many 
cases in which bladders were used to cause 
destructive fires. The method is simple. 
Biadders are filled with gasoline and dis- 
tributed about the room. The gasoline 
evaporates rapidly through the pores, The 
incendiary leaves a light burning in the 
room. That ts all that Is necessary. 

‘The gas expands in the room and ignites 
in’ four or five hours. The unevaporated 
fluid in the bladders explodes and is scat- 
tered all over the room. 
and safest way to start a fire.

The bills are liens on property owned 
either by H. C. Pollman or the firm on 
Ninth street, Tenth street and Fourteenth 
street and Bremen avenue, 

H. C. Pollman & Bro. have contracts for 
six districts this season. 

Ten days ago an emergency arose. The be- 
tween seasons sprinkling fund of $2,500 had 
been exhausted. There remained a week 
until the beginning of the regular street 
~ sone season. The dust was intoler- 
able. 

At the instance of Mayor Ziegenhein 
Sprinkling Superintendent Riechmann wrote 
to all of the contractors, asking them, in 
recognition of past favors, to do a little 
gratuitous sprinkling. All except the Poll- 
mans complied with the request. They ig- 
nored it. 

Collector Wenndker has a poor opinion of 
anybody who, in®he face of th alpable 
benefits of municipal street sprinkling, will 
try to evade payment of the tax. He consid- 
ers it particularly reprehensible in one who 
might be said to make his living by street 
spr.nkling. 

For this reason a tést will probably be 
made on the case of Pollman. The contrac- 
tor will gladly join issues with the Collector. 

“I will most certainly fight the collection 
of the sprinkling tax in the courts,” said 
Mr. Pollman Wednesday. “I am confident 
that the law is unconstitutional and will be 
promptly knocked out by the courts. I 
have the written opinion of Lawyers Klein 
and Fisse that the law will not stand the 
test. It is on their advice that I refused 
to pay. 

“There are a great many others who oc- 
cupy the same position as I do. There has 
been no agreement reached but we have
